Project Description (Proposed actions, location, and/or consequences).

The Project is located at 175 Sutter Hill Road at the intersection of Sutter Hill Road and Old Highway 49 in Sutter Creek,
CA (APN 018-270-010).

The Project proposes a vesting tentative parcel map in which the 19.5 acre Commercially designated and zoned parcel
with a planned development (pd) overlay would be split, creating a 5.26 acre commercial parcel on which Campbell
Construction is currently located, and a 14.24 acre parcel to be rezoned and re-designated as RE — Residential Estate,
with no (pd) overlay. Therefore, an amendment to both the General Plan Land Use designation and Zoning Map is
required. The purpose of the tentative parcel map, rezone, and General Plan designation amendment are to create a
residential parcel on which one single-family unit would be constructed. No new development is proposed on the existing
commercially-used portion (Campbell Construction and Engineering). A Draft Initial Study/Negative Declaration has been
prepared to analyze the impacts of this lot split, and the general plan land use designation change and rezone on the
newly created parcel.

Identify the project’s significant or potentially significant effects and briefly describe any proposed mitigation measures that
would reduce or avoid that effect.

There are no significant impacts associated with the action and no mitigation measures are necessary as conditions of
project approval would be placed on the tentative parcel map to address issues of utility connections, driveway
improvements and access easements for adjacent parcels, tree removal for driveway and building pad improvements,
and compliance with DTSC due to the presence of elevated arsenic levels. A portion of the property is currently used for
Campbell Construction and Engineering's operations and no change would occur on this 5.26 acre portion of the existing
parcel. A single family residence for the owner's of Campbell Construction and Engineering would be developed on the
created 14.24-acre parcel. This site was once used by Central Eureka Mine, and although the residence would be
located outside the area of concern, portions of the site contain elevated arsenic levels that must be cleaned per DTSC
direction. As a condition of approval, the applicant must provide evidence of site cleanup to DTSC's satisfaction. Other
conditions of approval include residential screening if a future residence is developed within the City's Visually Sensitive
Area, a drainage study prior to approval of the final map, soil studies should a septic system be proposed, "Will Serve"
letters from service providers, compliance with City historic resource discovery regulations and requirements, review of
driveway improvements by the fire department and compliance with fire department requirements, payment of
appropriate fees, and other conditions relative to the approval of a tentative parcel map.

If applicable, describe any of the project’s areas of controversy known to the Lead Agency, including issues raised by
agencies and the public.

The site was once used by the Central Eureka Mine and portions of the parcel contain elevated arsenic levels. The lot
split is designed primarily along the lines of the mapped elevated arsenic areas, so as to avoid ground disturbance and
the development of a residence within the area of concern; however, DTSC requires the applicant to participate in a
Voluntary Cleanup. The applicant is currently working with DTSC regarding this matter and is required as a condition of
approval to document this cleanup activity and coordination with DTSC to the City of Sutter Creek prior to the final parcel
map.

The applicant has submitted a roadway hazard analysis for the. driveway connection to Old Highway 49 and this was
reviewed by the City Engineer who found no hazard impact based on the submitted design.
